court officials look to~be ahnost positive confirmation when Dr. 
H. E. Purcell, who performed the postmortem examination upon 
the body, testified at the inquest^pened this afternoon at 2 p. 
in. that no person would have been able to waJk,.or crawl a dis- 
tance anywhere near forty feet after receiving such a blow as 
caused his death. 


The doctor described this blow as a deep cut in the right 


•temporal region which caused extensive hemorrhage— Ths 
doctor further started that in his belief the wounds upon Singer's 
head were caused by blows struck by a blu-nt instrument. There 
were no wounds upon the chest of trunk of the body according 
to the doctor. The man's hair was not matted, and there was 
no Wood on his face.

W-hen was Herman Singer killed? 
This question loomed among the most important matters 


to be solved when the inquest into the death of the Madison' 
.barber was opened at 2 o'clock this afternoon. 


Singer • left 'home Friday and did not return. His body 


•was found' Sunday'in 'the Sunset Paint quarry. It had -been as- - 
sumed up' to today that he had been killed Friday. But new 
and astonishing evidence today -points to the fact that Singer 
was still alive at 3 o'clock Saturday afternoon. • 


This new evidence was disclosed by James Jordan, negro, 


who worked for Singer two years when Singer first opened his 
shop in Madison. Jordan has since seen him almost every day, 
and declares that he cannot be mistaken, in his man. 


"On Saturday, between 2 and 


3 o'clock in the afternoon I was 
driving a car on West Washing- 
ton avenue away from the 
square," Jordan told a Capital 
Times reporter this afternoon. 
"At Regent and West Washing- 
ton I saw Singer. He was in a 
car, alone on the front seat, 
with two men whom I don't 
know on the rear seat. He was 
going fast. He almost ran into 
me. That is why I remember 
the incident very well. Singer's 
car came from Regent street, 
and after passing me went up 
West Washington towards the 
square." 


Jordan's story throws a new 


and startling light on the 
Singer case. Upon the identity 
of the two men in the car, may 
hang the solution to the mys- 
tery.

LONDON—Duties of crown tri- 


bunals in Ireland will be taken over 
by courtsmartial, even to the extent 
of settling civil disputes, .infliction 
of fines 'and the binding of accused 
persons over to keep the peace, un- 
der the terms of the new Irish bill, 
which was made public this morn- 
ing. 


Military courts also will take 


over the duties of coroner's and will 
have the power to decide cases with- 
out jury. In trials for crimes pun- 
ishable by death, however, one per- 
son who need not be an /officer shall 
sit as one of the judges. 
He must 


be appointed by the viceray from a 
list approved by the lord chancellor 
of Ireland or the lord chief justice 
of England. 


The courts will be given the po^ 


cr to compel witnesses to attend 
hearings and enforce orders for the 
presentation of documents. 
Per- 


sons convicted by them may be im- 
prisoned in any partjDf Great Brit- 
ain. 


The bill makes provision for ex- 


cluding Ulster from the working of 
the law by stipulating that it shall 
be effective in the whole or any part 
of Ireland.

Then an arrangement was made that England and others 


should keep the money without paying interest, amounting to 
live hundred million dollars a year. That seems to have ex- 
hausted American good nature. The ordinary Amerkan sol- 
dier, wondering why he didn't get a bonus and why he is ex- 
pected to nourish himself on nice words, doesn't know much 
about diplomacy. England and the other European nations know 
a great deal about 'both. 


Inasmuch as the Republicans and Democrats combined in 


the Senate to kill the Soldiers' Bonus, it is difficult to see.what 
soldiers can do about it at the next election. They COULD, if 
they wanted to, elect an independent man on an independent 
ticket. But that wo'ild mean all sticking together. That kind 
of thing doesn't happen. 


In Wisconsin, the Progressive Republican platform, upon 


which the La Follette candidates for congress and state office 
are making their run, is the only one that squarely and ade- 
quately meets the Bonus issue. It reads: 


"We favor paying the soldiers of the !ate * *" 


war a sufficient sum to make their war wages equal to 
at least civilian pay, and this as a matter of right, and 
not as charity, or 'bonus. We favor other laws -liberally 
recognizing the patriotic devotion of our soldiers in all - 
our wars." 
Soldiers voters will do well to remember that.

npIIERE are significant indications that the student who plans 
*L on attending the University of Wisconsin during the year 
1920-21 will be up against it more desperately than ever to find 
an agrreeable room at anything like a reasonable price. Many 
landladies have already announced a substantial boost in price. 
Some even announce flatly that they are not ready to quote fig- 
ures YET — a delicate indication t'hat they propose to wait 
until the universal trend in local room rates reveals Hs«lf arid 
then ride in on the crest of the wave. 


At present there is little remedy against this sort of -profi 


leering1. Rooms—attractive or unattractive—near the campus 
will always command a premium from students who are either 
too green to protest or too well heeled to mind. One warning 
•can 'be given the incoming freshman: Do not blindly engage the 
first room that you look at, no matter how exorbitant the figure, 
underthe impression that you are paying the normal price, even 
though it may seem steep. Consult with upper-class students 
who have been through the mill before and who are therefore in 
a better position to judge. At least spend some time looking 
over a wider range of rooms so that, at least within the limit 
under your observation, you can gauge somewhat the general 
run of room rates. 


This advice is patently of negative practical vahie. / Land- 


ladies who have 'houses within a convenient distance of the cam- 
pus know that students, if they can possibly afford to do so, witi 
pay a premium for the advantage of nearness to the campus, 
particularly students who -hi former winters have fought their 
way in from Wingra Park and other far-lying neighborhoods 
when icy winds were sweeping over the magnificent reaches of 
the Plains of the Five Lakes. 


The only real solution to the present difficulty is additional 


rooming facilities under the jurisdiction, both as to price and 
management, of the university itself: a number of dormitories 
for men. the equivalents of the Barnard and Chadbourne donni-
